Soviet researchers have joined 
forces with geophysicists from 
tho GDR and Cuba to ob- 
serve natural phenomena on 
tho A nto idle continent. Over 
(luce hundred scientists and ex- 
perts will spend the winter un- 
dor iho Soviet flag. 

Professor Yevgeny Korotke- 
vlch, in chargo of Ilia Soviet 
Antarctic programme, noted that 
tho round-tho-year research now 
Includes tho entire complex of 
sciences devoted to the study of 
nature In the Arctic and An- 
tarctic— from Iho ionosphere to 
lhe structure of the earth's crust 
under Its armour of ice. Mo made 
special mention ol lhe drilling 
of tho tco cap at the VoBtok 
slnllon, the planet's polo of cold, 
situated at iho coldest point on 
earth. Whllo Iho well is being 
drilled, core samples will bo 
taken representing a "frozen 
chronicle" of tho planet's climate 
over many millennia.

one-year watch. 

One of the last films received 
from the space communications 
centre and processed at the 
computer centre of out obser- 
vatory shows an anomaly in the 
chomlcal composition on ono of 
the stars ln the Draco constella- 
tion.
